The  contracts  with  the  County  Borough  of  West  Ham 
for  the  reception  of  30  male  and  30  female  patients 
have  been  renewed  for  a  further  period  of  three  years 
from  the  23rd  December  last. 

The  Committee  during  the  year  continued  their 
efforts  to  obtain  contract  patients  to  fill  up,  so  far  as 
practicable,  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  removal  of 
the  Cardiff  patients,  and  now  have  the  satisfaction  to 
inform  the  Council  that  they  have  entered  into  contracts 
with  the  Middlesex  County  Asylums  Committee  for  the 
reception  into  the  Asylum  of  50  male  and  50  female 
patients  from  their  Asylums  for  one  year  certain,  and 
thereafter  determinable  by  either  party  on  three  months’ 
notice. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  Medical  Staff  during 
the  year,  Dr.  M.  D.  Wood,  the  Second  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  having  left  the  Asylum  service  to 
engage  in  private  practice.  No  fresh  appointment  has 
been  made  in  his  place. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  Attendants,  Nurses  and 
Servants  (with  one  exception)  has  been  good. 
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Superannuation  allowances  have  been  granted  during 
the  year  to  Orlando  Peirce,  male  attendant ;  Hannah 
Tomlinson,  nurse;  Agnes  Allen,  seamstress;  and 
Frederick  Ralph,  bricklayer;  all  of  whom  have  retired 
after  lengthy  periods  of  service. 

The  Patients  have  been  visited  and  the  Wards 
inspected  at  each  Meeting  by  Members  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Finance,  Stores  and  Farm 
Sub-Committees  have  been  well  attended,  and  the 
Sub-Committees  have  reported  on  various  matters 
under  their  supervision  at  each  Meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

On  the  18th  November  and  the  14th  July,  two  of 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  visits  of  inspection, 
and  left  satisfactory  reports. 

During  the  year  Deputations  from  the  Boards  of 
Guardians  of  Brighton  and  Steyning  visited  the  patients 
chargeable  to  their  respective  Unions. 

During  the  past  year  the  drainage  of  the  four 
cottages  at  the  entrance  gates  of  the  Asylum  has  been 
carried  into  the  main  sewer  of  the  Chailey  Rural 
District  Council  at  a  cost  of  £106  7s.  iod.,  the  expense 
having  been  defrayed  out  of  the  Building  and  Repairs 
Fund. 

The  Fire  Escape,  which  has  been  in  use  since  1884, 
was  deemed  to  be  unsafe,  and  has  been  replaced  by  a 
new  one  at  a  price  of  £66  17s.  6d.  The  Electric 
Fire  Alarm  System,  Tell-tale  Clock  and  Bells  have 
been  brought  up  to  date  at  a  cost  of  ^73  16s.  6d. 
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The  sum  of  17s.  has  been  spent  in  the  provision 

of  machinery  guards  to  carry  out  the  recommendations 
of  the  Factory  Inspector.  The  above  amounts  have 
also  been  paid  out  of  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund, 
with  the  exception  of  the  case  of  the  new  Fire  Escape, 
the  account  for  which  has  not  yet  been  received. 

On  the  29th  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to 
the  Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  have 
been  published  in  the  Committee’s  Annual  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  beg  to  inform  the  Council  that  the 
amount  of  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund,  which,  as 
the  Council  are  aware,  consists  of  the  excess  arising 
from  the  receipts  in  respect  of  maintenance  of  patients 
taken  under  contract  from  other  Authorities  or  other¬ 
wise  chargeable  to  Unions  outside  the  County  Borough 
of  Brighton,  was,  at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County 
Borough  Asylum,  being  the  Fifty-first  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1909,  have  been — Males,  82  ;  Females,  73  ; 
Total,  155. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males, 
26;  Females,  36;  Total,  62. 

The  Deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been — 
Males,  31;  Females,  30;  Total,  61. 

The  Average  Number  Daily  Resident  during  the 
year  has  been — Males,  301  ;  Females,  431  ;  Total,  732. 

The  Numbers  in  the  Asylum  this  day,  30th  September,

The  total  number  of  patients  chargeable  to  Brighton 
and  to  the  Steyning  Union  has  increased  by  21,  viz., 
an  increase  of  Males,  22;  and  a  decrease  of  Female,  1. 


The  Admissions  during  the  year  from  the  Parish  of 
Brighton  and  from  the  portion  of  Steyning  Union  in  the 
County  Borough  of  Brighton  have  been — Males,  78  ; 
Females,  68;  Total,  146. 

Of  the  Admissions,  139  in  number  (excluding 
transfers  from  other  Asylums),  8  per  cent,  less  of  the 
Males  were  deemed  curable,  the  percentage  of  the 
Females  remaining  unchanged.  Excluding  transfers 
from  other  Asylums,  the  percentage  of  those  discharged 
as  recovered  within  the  year  is  4J  per  cent,  less  than 
last  year.

The  Discharges  were  62,  of  whom  26  were  Males 
and  36  Females. 

Of  the  26  Males  who  were  discharged,  13  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  18.0  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  6  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  7  were  removed  to  other  Asylums. 

Of  the  36  Females  who  were  discharged,  24  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  35.8  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  7  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  4  were  transferred  to  other 
Asylums,  and  one  discharged  relieved  to  Workhouse. 

Sixty-one  deaths  occurred,  viz.,  31  Males,  30  Females. 
The  death  rate,  based  on  the  average  daily  number 
resident,  is  Males,  10.3  ;  Females,  7.0.  For  both  sexes 
8.3  per  cent.  Of  the  total  deaths  3  were  due  to  phthisis, 
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io  to  bronchitis  or  pneumonia,  13  to  heart  disease, 
6  to  nephritis,  14  to  general  paralysis,  4  to  old  age, 
and  the  remaining  11  to  various  forms  of  brain  disease 
or  other  constitutional  disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  55.5 
years — Males,  51.9;  Females,  59.1. 

The  Coroner  held  an  inquest  concerning  the  death 
of  one  patient,  a  Male,  who  died  six  weeks  after 
admission  into  the  Asylum ;  the  patient  previous  to 
his  admission  having  taken  spirits  of  salts.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  exhaustion, 
the  result  of  catarrh  of  the  stomach,  caused  by  taking 
spirits  of  salts  with  intent  to  destroy  his  life,  and  that 
he  did  commit  suicide  whilst  suffering  from  commencing 
mental  derangement. 

Beyond  a  few  cases  of  Influenza  which  occurred 
amongst  the  Male  patients,  the  Asylum  has  been  free 
from  infectious  disease. 

The  accidents,  three  in  number,  involving  fractures 
of  bones,  in  no  case  terminated  fatally.  The  cause  of 
the  fracture,  in  the  case  of  two  Female  patients,  was 
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a  fall  in  an  epileptic  fit,  one  patient  breaking  her 
lower  jaw,  the  other  her  right  collar  bone.  The  third 
accident  also  occurred  to  a  Female  patient,  who  fell 
out  of  bed,  fracturing  her  right  forearm. 

The  escapes  have  been  two  in  number,  both  being 
men  from  the  parties  working  on  the  garden  or  farm. 
Both  were  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  after  a  short 
absence. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  paid  two  visits  to  the 
Asylum  during  the  year,  viz.,  on  the  18th  November, 
1908,  and  on  the  14th  July,  1909.  In  September 

an  Inspector  from  the  Home  Office  inspected  the 

industrial  parts  of  the  Asylum,  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshops  Act  of  1907. 

Committees  of  the  Brighton  Guardians  have  visited 
their  patients,  and  have  expressed  approval  of  their 
condition. 

The  Contracts  with  the  West  Ham  Asylum 

Authorities,  expiring  last  November  and  January, 
have  been  extended  for  a  further  period  of  three  years. 
Arrangements  are  now  being  made  with  the  Middlesex 
Asylum  Authorities  at  Napsbury  and  Wandsworth  for 
the  reception  of  50  Male  and  50  Female  patients 
into  this  Asylum  under  contract. 

The  work  of  re-decoration  of  the  Wards,  Dormitories 
and  Single  Rooms,  and  of  renewing  the  steps  of  the 
Staircases  on  both  sides  of  the  Asylum  has  been 
proceeded  with. 

A  new  system  of  electric  fire  alarm  has  been 
installed. 
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The  drains  of  the  cottages  occupied  by  members 
of  the  Staff,  on  the  Asylum  property  near  the  Entrance 
Gates,  have  been  connected  with  the  sewer  of  the 
local  Authority. 

A  new  Fire  Escape  has  been  purchased. 

The  conduct  of  the  Staff,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
has  been  good,  and  the  changes  amongst  them  not 
more  numerous  than  usual. 

The  only  change  amongst  the  Staff  of  Officers  was  the 
retirement  of  Dr.  Wood,  the  Second  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  who  left  in  order  to  go  into  private  practice. 
The  loss  of  this  reliable  and  popular  officer  was  much 
regretted.  The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum 
having  decreased,  owing  to  the  removal  of  patients 
under  contract,  you  did  not  consider  it  advisable  to 
fill  the  vacant  post. 

Your  Medical  Superintendent  wishes  to  express  to 
Dr.  Planck,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and 
the  other  members  of  the  Staff  of  Officers,  most  of 
whom  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum  for 
many  years,  his  thanks  for  the  great  assistance  he 
continues  to  receive  from  them  in  the  work  of  the 
Institution.

The  Chaplain  has  the  honour  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  his  Annual  Report. 

The  Wards,  Workshops  and  Infirmaries  have  been 
regularly  visited  during  the  year,  and  special  visits 
have  been  paid  to  the  sick  on  Sundays  and  after  the 
daily  prayers. 

The  Schools  for  male  and  female  patients  were 
carried  .on  during  the  Winter  Months,  those  for  men 
being  especially  well  attended. 

575  books  have  been  purchased  for  the  Library  and 
520  have  been  distributed  to  the  Wards.  Owing  to 
the  smaller  numbers  in  the  Asylum  the  shelves  in  the 
Chaplain’s  office  and  in  the  wards  are  now  better  filled. 

There  have  been  61  deaths  during  the  year,  and  25 
burials  in  the  Asylum  Cemetery. 

During  the  Chaplain’s  holiday  in  September  the 
duties  were  undertaken  by  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Hill,  M.A., 
who  acted  in  the  same  capacity  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Brighton  Lunatic  Asylum, 

14th  July ,  1909. 

In  the  eight  months  which  have  elapsed  since  this 
Asylum  was  last  visited  by  Members  of  our  Board, 
93  patients  have  been  admitted ;  44  have  been 

discharged  or  removed,  28  of  whom  had  recovered  • 
and  44  have  died.  These  changes  leave  on  the 
Statutory  Books  the  names  of  302  Males  and  428 
Females,  a  total  of  730.  Twenty-three  are  of  the 
private  class,  and  60  are  out-county  patients,  58  of 
these  being  West  Ham  cases  received  under  contract. 
The  weekly  rates  charged  are  : — For  private  patients, 
16s.  to  42s.  ;  for  pauper  patients  chargeable  to  Home 
Unions,  ns.;  to  West  Ham,  15s.;  to  other  Unions, 
14s. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Cardiff  patients  the  Asylum 
has  been  much  below  its  full  number ;  and  at  the 
present  time  there  are  vacancies  for  86  men  and 
100  women. 

The  improvements  completed  during  the  period  under 
review  have  consisted  of  the  installation  of  a  new 
system  of  electric  fire  alarms  and  the  laying  of  drains 
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for  the  Asylum  cottages.  Plans  are  now  under 
consideration  by  our  Board  for  additional  accommodation 
for  Nurses  when  off  duty,  the  new  rooms  to  be  erected 
over  the  Mess  Room.  Some  re-decoration  of  Wards 
has  been  carried  out,  No.  5  on  the  Male  side  having 
been  done  up,  and  the  dormitory  of  Female  No.  4,  which 
has  also  been  re-floored.  The  renovation  of  Male  No.  4 
and  Female  No.  1  Wards  is  now  in  progress.  We 
regretted  to  see  that  advantage  had  not  been  taken 
of  the  opportunity  to  plaster  the  rough  walls  before 
painting  and  papering  them.  There  still  remains  much 
to  be  done  in  the  way  of  re-decoration,  and  some  of 
the  day  rooms  were  dull  and  wanting  in  comfort  and 
objects  of  various  kinds  to  interest  the  patients.  It 
should  be  observed,  however,  that  there  was  everywhere 
a  good  supply  of  books  in  open  shelves. 

The  Airing  Court  of  Female  No.  6  Ward  needs  to 
be  enlarged  and  improved,  being  at  present  very 
dull  and  unattractive,  and  covered  with  loose  gravel. 
The  patients  of  the  Ward,  many  of  them  noisy  and 
excited  cases,  who  were  out  in  the  court  when  we 
saw  them  to-day,  are  hardly  likely  to  derive  benefit 
from  the  surroundings  in  which  we  found  them. 

The  following  are  matters  which  should  receive  the 
attention  of  the  Committee.  In  the  w.c.  lobbies  are 
stiff  gas  brackets,  looped  door  handles  and  window 
catches,  which  would  afford  opportunities  for  suicidal 
attempts,  and  should  therefore  be  removed.  In  the 
Laundry  the  screen  recently  erected  round  the  ironing 
stove  has  lessened  the  facility  of  supervising  the  patients 
there  employed.  We  would  repeat  the  recommendation 
of  our  colleagues  that  a  calender,  the  want  of  which 
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is  much  felt,  should  be  provided.  Some  means  should, 
we  think,  be  taken  to  extirpate  the  rats,  which  we 
are  informed  are  very  numerous,  and  were  the  subject 
of  complaint  by  some  of  the  patients. 

Subject  to  the  observations  already  made,  the  Wards 
were  generally  in  good  order,  and  the  beds  and  bedding 
satisfactory. 

We  saw  all  the  patients,  except  one  woman  who  is 
away  on  trial,  and  were  satisfied  with  their  condition 
as  regards  dress  and  personal  tidiness.  Their  conduct 
was  generally  quiet  and  orderly.  But  exception  must 
be  made  of  those  of  Female  No.  6,  already  referred  to, 
and  Male  No.  6,  where  there  was  much  noise.  This 
Ward  was  one  of  those  in  which  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  objects  of  interest.  They  were  generally  contented, 
and  though  many  appealed  to  be  set  at  liberty,  there 
were  but  few  complaints  as  to  the  treatment  received 

from  the  Staff,  and  none  which  appeared  to  have 

any  substance  in  them.  Several,  however,  complained 
of  insufficiency  in  the  diet,  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
supply  of  bread  at  breakfast  and  supper.  There  would 
seem  to  be  some  substance  in  this  complaint,  as  we 
observe  that  the  allowance  in  the  Dietary  Table  for 
these  meals  is  only  6oz.  of  bread  for  men  and  5  for 
women,  which  is  less  than  usual  in  Asylums,  and  is, 
we  think,  inadequate.  We  were  informed  that  by 

asking  for  it  the  patients  could  have  as  much  as  they 
like ;  but  many  would  not  ask  for  more,  who  yet 

avail  themselves  of  an  additional  supply  if  placed  in 
plates  on  the  table  so  that  they  could  help  themselves, 
a  course  which  is  often  taken  and  found  to  work 
economically. 
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No  fault  was  found  with  the  dinner  served  to-day, 
consisting  of  meat  pie  and  meat  pudding  with  cabbage, 
which  was  good  in  quality  and  ample  in  quantity. 
It  was,  however,  served  on  cold  plates,  and  not  with 
sufficient  rapidity. 

The  statistics  for  1908  shew  that  19  per  cent,  of  the 
patients  usually  took  weekly  walks  beyond  the  Asylum 
Estate,  and  the  good  proportion  of  37  per  cent,  walked 
out  daily  on  the  Estate  outside  the  Airing  Courts,  to 
which  but  15  per  cent,  were  usually  confined.  The 
proportion  usefully  employed  was  about  the  average 
of  similar  institutions,  but  was  better  on  the  Female 
than  on  the  Male  side. 

Since  the  last  visit  an  inquest  was  held  upon  a  Male 
patient,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  taking  a  corrosive 
poison  before  admission.  There  has  been  no  other 
inquest,  and  with  this  exception  all  the  deaths  were 
from  natural  and  ordinary  causes,  ascertained,  however, 
in  the  proportion  of  only  48  per  cent,  by  post  mortem 
examination.  General  paralysis  accounted  for  15.9 
per  cent.,  phthisis  for  only  2.2  per  cent.,  and  senile 
decay  for  9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Bedsores 
were  present  in  the  cases  of  4.5  per  cent,  of  those 
who  died. 

Accidental  fractures  of  bones  in  two  instances  have 
been  the  only  serious  non-fatal  casualties. 

Zymotic  disease  has  been  represented  by  29  cases 
of  influenza,  and  seven  cases  of  dysentery,  all  of  which 
recovered. 
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The  general  health  appears  to  have  been  otherwise 
good,  and  to-day  at  our  visit  we  found  in  bed  only 
29  patients,  or  4  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  One  of  them 
was  suffering  from  a  bedsore,  but  we  saw  no  indications 
that  the  nursing  of  the  sick  was  not  generally  careful 
and  efficient.  We  think  it  very  desirable  that  provision 
should  be  made  by  means  of  verandahs,  now  so  usual 
in  Asylums,  for  the  open-air  treatment  of  cases  of 
phthisis  and  of  other  diseases,  for  which  it  has  been 
found  so  beneficial. 

No  use  of  restraint  or  seclusion  has  been  recorded 
since  the  last  visit. 

An  adequate  staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses  is 
maintained,  averaging  one  of  the  former  to  every  eight 
male,  and  one  of  the  latter  to  every  11.6  female  patients, 
for  day  duty,  and  affording  11  altogether  for  duty  by 
night.  Their  duration  of  service  is  satisfactory,  5  per 
cent,  only  of  the  men,  and  26  per  cent,  of  the  women, 
having  served  less  than  a  year,  and  as  many  as  62  per 
cent,  of  the  men  five  years  and  upwards.  No  dismissal 
or  resignation  has  been  the  result  of  misconduct. 

During  the  past  year  the  Medical  Staff  has  been 
decreased  by  one,  Dr.  Walker,  who  continues  to 
discharge  his  duties  with  efficiency,  having  now  the 
assistance  of  two  instead  of  three  colleagues.  The 
case  books  continue  to  be  kept  by  them  carefully  and 
with  adequate  fulness  of  detail.
